The Minneapolis mills last week ground 108,830 
bbis flour and shipped 101,721 bbls, of which 38,880 
bbls were exported, During the year 1889 the 
mills ground 6,(88,865 bbls and exported 1,953,815 
bbls, against 7,058,680 ground and 2,197,640 export- 
ed in 1888. The flour market is very slow, though 
quite an amount of patent is being sold for ex- 
port.——The Minneapolis Grain Receivers’ Associ- 
ation has been organized.—tThe southern Min- 
nesota and Wisconsin millers, who organized at 
Winona, have secured concessions asked from the 
railroads.—St. Louis had a lifeless holiday mar- 
ket, and the mills reduced their output to 42,000 
bbls for the week.— Cables report Hungarian 
flour higherin Liverpool, but otherwise the holi- 
days have had a depressing influence on that 
market and also on those of London and Glasgow. 

m traders are hopeful of an active move- 
ment as soon as holiday influences are removed.

IN REFERRING last week to the Rich- 
mond resolutions condemning the 
NORTHWESTERN MILLER, we adopted a 
flippant tone and regarded the subject 
from its amusing side. Before dismiss- 
ing it, however, we desire to state in all 
seriousness, that, while we do not attach 
the slightest importance to the resolu- 
tions passed in Richmond, as far as their 
-power to damage us is concerned, we 
should very much dislike to have any 
reader of this journal think for one mo- 
ment that we do not value the good 
opinion of mankind, or that we rejoice in 
being called names by any body of busi- 
ness men, however small or unimportant 
it may be. We should very much dislike 
to have any reader of this journal think 
that it is a publication which delights in 
mud-slinging or makes a quarrel on in- 
sufficient grounds. We therefore deem 
it necessary, in order to have our position 
clearly understood, to refer again to this 
subject, this time in sober earnest.

Ir HAs been claimed that we have de- 
famed Richmond and brought discredit 
upon her entire flour trade. This we ab- 
solutely and positively deny. We said 
very plainly that we had heard a great 
deal of complaint of Richmond on ac- 
count of the crookedness of some of its 
flour men. We cited an instance and 
were called upon by the Richmond cham- 
ber of commerce to publish the names 
of those who were concerned in the mat- 
ter. As the miller who made the claims 
declined to allow the use of his name 
publicly, reasoning quite properly that 
as the matter had been settled up he 
had nothing to gain by re-opening it, we 
had no recourse but to protect him in 
his desire to remain unknown. Being 
challenged by the Richmond chamber of 
commerce to show cause for our remarks 
anent the flour trade of its city, we pro- 
ceeded to do so by publishing a part of 
the transactions of the last meeting of the 
Millers’ National Association and a large 
number of letters from millers all over 
the United States, some anonymous and 
others not so. We vouched for the au- 
thenticity of the anonymous letters and 
offered to prove to the satisfaction of 
the Richmond trade that they were writ- 
ten by millers of the most unquestioned 
veracity and excellent reputation, a point, 
by the way, which has been very anx- 
iously and hurriedly ignored by the cham- 
ber of commerce of Richmond for obvi- 
ous reasons, it taking quick refuge from 
further investigation by declaring offi- 
cially that to pursue the question any 
further would be beneath its dignity. 
We presume that in order not to com- 
promise its dignity further it has had 
the good sense to get the wholesale gro- 
cers’ association to take up the cudgels. 
At any rate the testimony of these let- 
ters was such that they thoroughly sub- 
stantiated our statement that the senti- 
ment claimed by us actually existed 
among the millers of the United States 
accustomed to doing business more or 
less in Richmond. Further, it developed 
that the more the subject was stirred up, 
the more the truth of our remarks be- 
came apparent, hence we find that the 
chamber of commerce, through the 
wholesale grocers’ association, hastens to 
find a refuge in abusive resolutions pre- 





ceded by statements which are, to speak | 
mildly, knowingly erroneous. | 
x *« * | 

WE HAVE never referred, directly or in- | 
directly during this discussion to the 
wholesale grocers’ association and there | 
fore we are somewhat surprised to find | 
it used as the mouthpiece for the cham- | 
ber of commerce of Richmond. It would | 
appear, toa disinterested observer, that | 
the shoe which nobody desires to wear | 
tits the foot of this organization. If so, 
it is certainly at liberty to put it on and | 
wear it. We give Mr. Leigh, the maker | 
or the introducer of the resolution, the | 
credit of being a fair-minded man. Al- | 
though he is unknown to us personally | 
we do not think he would knowingly | 
misstate facts in order to strengthen even | 
as weak a cause as that which he has 
championed. Therefore, although the 
editor of this paper is, in the language 
of his resolution, beneath contempt, we 
venture to call Mr. Leigh’s attention to 
a-few glaring inaccuracies which appear 
in his resolutions, hinting at the same 
time that by a strict regard for truth 
the wholesale grocers’ association and 
the chamber of commerce of Richmond 
can still further exalt their dignities 
beneath which we unfortunately exist.

First, The NorTHWESTERN MILLER 
did not charge that the violations of good 
faith alluded to were made against mill- 
ers in the northwest. Millers in the 
northwest were not quoted or referred 
to, for the reason that they do but little 
business in Richmond, and again, because 
we did not wish to give just occasion for 
raising the cry of sectionalism which we 
were sure would be the the primary re 
sort of those who sought to dodge the 
issue. We quoted the opinions of mill 
ers in Ohio, Michigan and Indiana main- 
ly. Second, we defy Mr. Leigh or any- 
one else to find one line of scurrility or 
one word of slander in our references to 
Richmond. Third, the NorTHWESTERN 
MILLER made no wholesale charge against 
a community, and did not publish the 
communication of even one irresponsible 
person on the subject, nor did it refuse 
any investigation whatever. On the con- 
trary, it offered to give the very best op- 
portunity for investigation as to the gen- 
uineness of the signatures attached to 
and appearing below the anonymous 
letters published in its columns. If Mr. 
Leigh will take the trouble to read what 
we have said in these columns regarding 
Richmond he will find that the excep- 
tions we have taken to his resolutions 
are perfectly just.

|do not mean to say that there are no 
| crooked flour men in Boston, New York, 
| Philadelphia or Baltimore. What we do 
|say is that they are not allowed to flour 
ish in these places as in Richmond, and .- 
that the atmosphere and conditions sur 
rounding them in these places are such 
that they can only exist by the grace of 
the ignorant millers in the trade, who do 
not know enough to distinguish between 
a crook and a straight dealer: whereas 
in Richmond so many flagrant abuses 
are allowed to thrive, that even the best, 
largest and most intelligent milling firms 
are forced to be particular in dealing 
there. This is a truth, and anyone who 
is familiar with millers and flour men 


|outside of Richmond, will, as a general 


thing, admit it. If it were not true, 
what we have said would not provoke 
such vigorous replies from the Richmond 
chamber of commerce and the whole- 
sale grocers of Richmond. They could 
afford to let such things pass as the idle 
wind if there were nothing more to them 
than mere newspaper talk. But it is 
true, and they know it. It will be con- 
firmed by millers everywhere and en- 
dorsed by honest flour men in all the 
markets in America where flour is sold. 
Having told the truth, and nothing but 
the truth,we are proud to be the subject 
of resolutions from such a source—es- 
pecially so if, as we believe and hope,the 
ventilation of this subject will force 
Richmond to purge herself of the sharks 
and robbers who infest her market and 
place herself where she should belong, 
among the desirable flour markets of the 
United States.

Enporsep by resolutions from the mill- 
ers of Millwaukee, Minneapolis, St. Louis, 
Rochester and Buffalo, the Millers’ Na- 
tional Association will appear, through 
its secretary, before the ways and means 
committee of congress tomorrow and 
urge that the duty on jute be abolished. 
The bagging interest will be represented 
by Mr. Judson Bemis, of Boston, and 
Governor Francis, of Missouri, will speak 
for the grain trade. Mr. C. A. Pillsbury 
will alsé be on hand, and it is hoped that 
Senator Washburn will use his influence 
tothe sameend. Inasmuch as the govern- 
ment loses money on this tariff and the 
millers are out of pocket by it also, it 
would seem simply an act of common 
sense to abolish it entirely, thus doing 
away with a rubbishy impediment to 
trade, as useless and out-of-date as our 
present ocean bill of lading.

Proressor Crprico, who hails from 
Minneapolis, is reported to have bought 
a gross or two of St. Louis and Illinois 
mills. That is, he has taken “options” on 
them and they will be sold “ultimately.” 
Ultimately in this case probably means 
the Tuesday after never. We have 
watched the meteoric career of Minne- 
sota’s favorite tragedian since he shook 
the dust of Minneapolis from his feet, 
with a great deal of zest and consider- 
able amusement. He first appeared in 
Milwaukee, where the newspapers spoke 
of him with great respect and represent- 
ed that he was getting mills by the 
double handful. These were all “prac- 
tically sold” to an unknown, mysterious, 
but financially ponderous personage rep- 
resented by the glittering Professor. 
It was rumored that Rothschild was his 
principal but no one seemed to know 
positively whether jthe rumor was true 
or not. As it seems impossible that 
Baron Rothschild could use so many 
mills in his business, we imagine that 
the Rothschild referred to must be one 
Aaron, of Chatham street, New York, who 
has purchased second-hand goods to 
great advantage in the past. It seems 
as easy for Professor Ciprico to buy a 
mill as it is for him to recite “The 
Raven,” and only those who have inter- 
viewed an elocutionist can really know 
how easy thatis. We hope that the 
Professor, while in St. Louis, will have 
an opportunity of meeting Mr. Berry 
Mitchell, the well known St. Louis trag- 
edian, for they have much in common.

The weather remains quite mild for 
the season, both in this country and in 
France, and farmers are beginning to be 
afraid that a sudden frost may come up- 
on their young crops unprotected by a 
covering of snow. In Austria-Hungary 
and Russia, however, the weather is very 
severe, and there are signs that, after 
all, Odessa may be closed for a time by 
ice as it was last year. Already the two 
rivers running into Odessa—the Dneiper 
and the Dniester—which afford the prin- 
cipal means for transporting grain from 
the interior, are closed. The wheat 
trade has become much firmer though 
at the present moment it is quieter 
again, owing mainly to the closing of the 
Baltic ports, the sea of Azof and Nico- 
laieff by ice, and the consequent reduc- 
tion in the Russian shipments of wheat, 
which in the week ended Dec. 14 were 
only about 125,000 qrs against 130,000 
qrs on the previous week, and against an 
average of 245,000 qrs in the previous 
tive weeks. I need hardly say that all 
eyes are directed towards Russia, for if 
the shipments keep at the level of 100,000 
qrs per week for the next two months, 
which is quite expected, we shall feel the 
pinch of supply unless the Atlantic ports 
increase their output. The general feel- 
ing at any rate is one of confidence that 
our supplies during the winter cannot 
equal the demand, and that, conse- 
eg there is safety in present prices. 
This week California wheats for arrival 
in the spring have met more demand, 
and 35s 6d has been paid, the value for 
cargoes arrived off the coast, being 36s 6d 
@37s per 500 lbs, while Russian wheats, 
owing to the great falling off in the 
shipments from that country, are 
held very firmly and for higher prices. 
India is shipping more freely just now 
than was expected, but the total ex- 
ported since April 1, which is the com- 
mencement of the Indian season, is still 
about 1,000,000 qrs below last year’s fig- 
ures. From Australia the important news 
is at hand that red rust has made sad 
havoc in the wheat crop in South Aus- 

tralia, and that after all the crop will not 
be such an immense one as was thought. 
Sellers have consequently withdrawn 
pending further news. Altogether it is 
doubtful after all whether the surplus 
for Europe from all the Australian colo- 
nies will exceed, or even reach, 10,000,000 
bus. The crop in Argentine is very fa- 


vest is due next month, it would be vain 
to speculate on the probable surplus. 
The Indian wheat crop, to be reaped in 
March, is in good condition and so far 
promises well, but there has been a de- 
crease in the acreage sown in some of the 
principal states compared with that of 
last year, which is also the case in Ar- 
gentine.

American flour is getting into too lib- 
eral a supply, in the principal- centers, 
and the demand is by no means active. 
Prices, however, are well maintained. 
Hungarian flour has distinctly risen in 
price in London, owing to scarcity, and 
is now decidedly dearer than American, 
the best patent being held at 36s@37s 
per 280 lbs ¢. i. f. United Kingdom.

The English wheat crop, according to 
the official return, finally proves to be 
quite below the early expectations, al- 
though Sir J. B. Lawes’ recent estimate 
was much too low. In quarters of 480 
lbs, the present year’s crop in the United 
Kingdom proves to be about 9,600,000 
qrs, against 9,311,000 qrs last year. This 
will leave about 8,500,000 qrs for human 
consumption, which means that we must 
import this season 18,000,000 qrs or 1,000,- 
000 qrs more than was thought a month 
ago. The continent, Italian and other 
Mediterranean ports especially, are devel- 
oping larger wants than were expected, 
so that it can not be denied that the sta 
tistical position has become decidedly in 
favor of holders. On Dec. 1 ascompared 
with last year it was as follows:

Trade in flour continues quiet in this 
vicinity, though last week some sales 
were made in small lots. Prices are 
about steady, but for large purchases 
concessions would have to be made. The 
merchants are as arule preparing for in- 
ventory and consequently large stocks 
are not being carried. Flour dealers ex- 
pect after Jan. 1 to have a good trade. 
The year now closing has been more prof- 
itable-to flour dealers than other recent 
years. Among the trade there has not 
been very much cutting in prices, there- 
fore dealers were able to secure better 
margins.

For along timea need has been felt in 
this city for better storage accomimoda- 
tions for theflour dealers. At present as 
soon as a carload of flour arrives at the 
railroad yard the consignee is notified to 
empty the car at once. In many cases 
the storage room of dealers is limited, 
and consequently it is a hard matter to 
follow the railroad’s demand. In Alba- 
ny the New York Central & Hudson 
River railroad provides an immense 
brick warehouse for the accommodation 
of those who have flour shipped over 
this route, and the Albany receiver is 
not compelled to unload his car at once. 
On the other hand, the railroad employs 
several men to empty the cars, and it is 
understood that the road gives its 
customers a limited time to hold the 
flour in the storehouse without charge, 
the dealer assuming all risks thereon. 
If the railroads would furnish the local 
dealers with a fair sized warehouse for 
this purpose there would not be so much 
trouble in getting the cars emptied, and 
it would facilitate the flour trade in this 
vicinity wonderfully.

For holiday week a very fair showing 
has been made in the milling trade. 
The mills are all running and though 
orders are confessedly light there is no 
expectation of a further dropping off. 
A miller said yesterday that it seemed 
every day that the demand for flour 
would surely run short of the supply, 
but orders enough came in from day to 
to day to keep the wheelsturning. This 
sort of hand-to-mouth business being 
expected this season there isno unfavor- 
able tone given to trade. A hard wheat 
dealer who knows the trade pretty well 
said facetious]y today: “Oh, this is just 
our moulting season now. We shall 
come outall the better for it in the end.” 
He has allalong maintained that wheat, 
especially spring, could go no lower and 
he is looking for an increased demand. 
The city tlour trade is slow along with the 
rest and there is no new element in it to 
report. Prices rule fairly firm at former 
quotations as follows:

New York is still casting such an eager 
eye towards us for our surplus hard wheat 
that it is not likely to decline right 
away. Little was sold early in the week, 
but Thursday’s sales included 60,000 bus 
No. 1 northern at 87'4e and 87%4c¢ to one 
purchaser. The grain is for home use. 
As Buffalo is not an option trading cen- 
ter all sales reported in this column 
may be set down as for actual delivery. 
The movement of grain is not very rapid. 
We have in store 3,352,641 bus wheat, 
388,302 bus corn and 19,239 bus oats, 
against 3,449,161 bus wheat, 532,966 bus 
corn and 21,575 bus oats last week, and 
3,610,134 bus wheat 386,971 bus corn and 
48,234 bus oats last year. The Duluth 
wheat has increased 68,240 bus, with 
2,925,037 bus left in store, against 
2,315,080 a year ago. Grain comes in 
slowly. There is not much wheat ar- 
riving, but corn is more plenty and 
steadily improves in condition. Ship- 
ments by rail for the week ending to- 
day were 62,000 bus wheat, 38,450 bus 
corn and no oats. This is a rather 
light movement.

The controversy with the Duluth ele- 
vatator people continues. A_ circular 
sent out late last week by the Lake Su- 
perior Elevator Co., in the form of a let- 
ter, addressed to Weighmaster Smith of 
the merchants’ exchange, was vigorously 
replied to by him yesterday. The dif- 
ferences now hinge on matters of fact. 
Each accuses the other of “making state- 
ments not in accordance with facts,” 








which is getting pretty close to saying 
that somebody has lied. 

The state millers’ association met 
Thursday and passed resolutions asking 
congress to remove the duty from jute 
bagging. The roundabout way of return- 
ing the duty when the bags are used for 
export is not at all liked, and there seems 
to be no reason for the duty at all, so the 
millers have joined the movement start- 
ed elsewhere. President A. R. James 
being still away, H. J. Harvey occupied 
the chair. 

The barley damaged in the Exchange 
elevator fire, about 200,000 bus, has been 
sold for about 3c per bu. The duty was 
reduced from 10c¢ to 1144¢ by the apprais 
ers, but several owners had already paid 
the whole amount and are feeling blue 
about it, for they see no way of getting 
the rebate obtained by the others. 

The damage done to the wheat in the 
Coatsworth elevator by the automatic 
sprinklers which put out the fire has 
been adjusted at $155. 

The shortage in cars is not so great as 
formerly, but the roads have suffered 
considerably from the rains. The air is 
so damp in New York that grain® hand 
ling is not allowed in thick weather even 
under cover. The West Shore road re 
ports 3,500 cars held there at one time 
on account of weather. 

The Rome, Watertown & Ogdensburg 
announces that after Jan. 1 it will give 
no more special rates to shippers. 

The unexpected advance in grain stor- 
age rates at Chicago is attracting atten’ 
tion here, as it will tend to early charter 
ing by lake. Ifthe stir in ore continues, 
grain rates by lake will be high. Ore 
men are picking up every grain vessel 
that is for sale. 

Buffalo rejoices today over the action 
of the canal board at Albany yesterday 
in refusing to give Skaneateles lake to 
Syracuse, even after a bill making the 
grant was passed. As this lake is a canal 
feeder the board doubts its power under 
the constitution to make other uses of 
it. Buffalo has from the first been the 
chief opponent of the Syracuse scheme, 
several delegations being sent to Albany 
by the merchants’ exchange. 

Three new indictments were reported 
against S. F. Sherman in the elevator 
shortage case. The new charge is that he 
appropriated in all 21,289 bus wheat, 
worth $1.35 per bu. He was arraigned, 
pleaded not guilty and allowed to go with 
previous bail of $25,000. Proceedings in 
the extradition case of W. H. Sherman 
have taken such aturn that it is not 
now thought he will be extradited, lar 
ceny and not forgery being claimed as 
his offense. 

Geo. B. Mathews is still in New York 
where he has been very ill since his ar 
rival from abroad. He was so ill before 
leaving London that it was feared he 
would not be able to take the steamer.

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MINNEAPOLIS, Jan. 1. 

The output of the mills last week was 
the lightest so far on the crop. This was 
due in the main to there being a general 
suspension of work on Christmas. There 
were seventeen mills which made flour 
in greater or less quantities, and the ag- 
gregate output for the week was 108,830 
bbls—-averaging 15,547 bbls daily 
against 140,640 the week before, and 60,- 
000 bbls for the corresponding time in 
1888. This week the mills are having 
lower water and floating ice to contend 
with, but will materially increase their 
output over a week ago. Only one was 
shut down today for New Year’s, while 
four or five, representing a daily product 
of 3,500 bbls are running, where last 
week they were idle. The production 
today was at the rate of between 22,000 
and 23,000 bbls. A scheme is now on 
foot looking to a moreequitable division 
of what water power tuere is and by 
which all parties will derive greater 
benefits than now. The plan is quite a 
complex one, but the millers seem to re- 
gard it with favor and are at least willing 
to give ita trial, The head of water is 
to be kept up, and the water mills are to 
get the benefit of it in accordance with 
the priority of their leases. The steam 
mills are to use their engines altogether, 
and are to be compensated for so doing 


on a basis of equalization agreed 
upon. The arrangement goes into 


effect Monday. Much of the water has 
gone to waste right along from a failure 
to keep the head up, and the present 
move is designed to prevent this. The 
flour market continues very dull, though 
millers say that the demand is much bet 
ter than is usually experienced during 
the holiday season. With wheat tending 
upward, prices are pretty well main 
tained. The sales for the week are un 
der the current output, and more or less 
flour is going into store in this city and 
elsewhere. Several firms reported liber 
al sales yesterday of patents on the basis 
of 31s 9d for London and Leith, and it 
is claimed that better prices can be ob- 
tained abroad than at home. Bakers’ are 
readily taken as fast as manufactured, 
but low grades can hardly be got rid of 
at any price. Most of the mills have now 
nearly caught up on orders on their 
books, aside from a considerable quan- 
tity for which they are unable to get 
shipping directions. A sanguine feeling 
seems to pervade the fraternity here that 
by the middle of the month a much bet- 
ter demand for flour will have set in. 
The direct exports for last week were 
38,880 bbls, against 66,225 bbls the week 
before. London quotations for 280 Ibs 
c.i.f. are: Patents, 31s 6d to 31s 9d; bak 
ers’, 23s 3d to 24s; low grades, 11s 9d to 14s.

A tire which started in a furniture fac- 
tory at Faribault, Monday night, des- 
troyed the City mill of 175 bbls capacity. 
The mill was owned by Geo. Tileston, 
the St. Cloud miller, and was at the time 
operated by him and David Tennant, 
under the name of Tileston & Tennant. 
Mr. Tileston, who ran the mill before 
going to St. Cloud, was in the city yes- 
terday, and said that the loss was about 
313.000, with $6,500 insurance. He was 
on his way to Faribault when informed 
of the fire. Considerable stock, the books, 
ete. were saved, as was also the elevator 
on the opposite side of the street. The mill 
was built in 1878-9 and its outfit was not 
very modern. Steam was the motive 
power. 

All arrangements have been completed 
for the rebuilding of the elevated tracks 
at the rear of the mills and the work of 
tearing down the present structure will 
begin March 1. It is calculated that 
three months will be consumed in com- 
pleting the improvements. The struct- 
ure will be of iron, with room for three 
tracks—the same as at present. The 
water power company has agreed to put 
in the stone piers on which the work will 
stand, at an expense to it approximating 
38.000. The west side mills will be af- 
fected a good deal during the time that 
the work is going on. It is expected 
that the water will be shut out of the 
sanal for six weeks, but not to a degree 
which will prevent enough. being secu red 
by steam mills to enable them to run 
with their engines if desired. 

A plan has at last been evolved where- 
by it is hoped to make a proper distribu- 
tion of the water now available and to 
put to full utility much that now runs to 
waste.

British Grain Trade. 

Lonvon, Dec. 30.—The Mark Lune 
Express in its weekly review, says: 
English wheats are firm, though the 
deliveries are large. The sales of Eng- 
lish wheats during the past week were 
35,367 quarters at 29s 10d against 58,369 
quarters at 30s 7d during the correspond- 
ing week last year. Foreign wheat is 
quiet. The chief dealings are in Cali- 
fornia at 6d rise. Grinding barley has 
advanced 3d, oats 6d and rye 3d. Corn 
is firm. A dense black fog almost com- 
pelled a suspension of business at today’s 
market. English wheats were neglected. 
California and Russian were strong. 
Flours were steady. New American 
corn declined 3d. 





Chicago Storage Rates. 


At an adjourned meeting of the Chica- 
go board of trade, Saturday, a resolution 
was adopted for the appointment of a 
committee of five to confer with the ele- 
vator managers and induce them if pos- 
sible to change their intentions to ad- 
vance storage rates, as such an advance, 
it was declared, would be detrimental 
to Chicago’s trade. Another set 
of resolutions was passed, which 
censured the _ elevator managers 
for advancing rates and declaring that 
their ownership of grain in their own 
houses was contrary to the laws of Illi- 
nois and palpably against public policy. 
Also, that whenever public warehouse- 
men directly or indirectly buy grain, 
either in store or to go to public ware- 
houses operated by them, it shall be the 
duty of the directors of the board of 
trade to declare all elevator receipts is- 
sued by such warehousemen as not regu- 
lar for delivery on contracts between 
members of the Chicago board of trade:

Reliance Works, Milwaukee, Wis. 
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Laws of Water Rights. 





Some time since a subscriber wrote to 
us making inquiries regarding certain 
points connected with water rights of 
millowners. The following matter pre- 
ared by C. R. Tompkins, M. E., and pub- 
fished by the Mechanical News, affords 
considerable information with regard to 
the general laws of water rights, and we 
reprint it for the benefit of the many 
millers interested in this direction: 
Few subjects in which millowners are 
interested are susceptible of a greater 
variety of opinion and discussion than 
the riparian rights of water power own- 
ers. In cases where several mills or man- 
ufacturing establishments are located 
upon the same stream many intricate 
and perplexing questions often arise as to 
the rights and privileges of one over the 
other. Much litigation has grown out of 
such cases from time to time, and many 
decisions of the courts may be found on 
the records, some of which appear to be 
somewhat conflicting. There is, however, 
what may be termed an ‘unwritten law, 
which is frequently applicable to such 
cases. This law is founded upon reason, 
common sense and equity, and in almost 
every case which has been taken to the 
courts of highest resort this principle of 
law has been sustained. 
This unwritten or common law gives 
to all owners whose lands are situated 
on each side of a stream a clear title to 
the center thereof, except such as are 
navigable; in such cases the state or 
general government reserves the portion 
of the lands under the water to meet 
the necessities of the public. But on 
streams that are not navigable, the title 
to the center thereof is vested in the 
owners of the lands bordering on the 
same, and while each owner is clearly 
vested in such tit’e, and has the full and 
unrestricted right to the use of one half 
of the water, he has no right whatever to 
so use it as to divert it from its natural 
channel, except upon his own lands, or 
to infringe upon the rights of others, 
whose lands may be situated below him, 
but in all cases he is bound to return the 
water upon leaving his own premises to 
the original channel. : 
It frequently happens that several mills 
are located upon the same stream, one 
below the other, and those below often 
suffer inconvenience in times of low water 
from the shutting down of those above, 
while their ponds are being filled. In 
ordinary cases it would appear that while 
those below may suffer considerable in- 
convenience at times from this cause, yet 
from the fact that the water stored in 
the pond above may be considered as 
stored for their benefit as well as the oth- 
ers’, no real damage is sustained in con- 
sequence. This, however, is not always 
the case; nuither is this rule applicable 
in all cases. One case willillustrate. A 
‘has a manufacturing establishment situ- 
ated at the head of a rapids with several 
mills situated on the stream below him. 
A’s pond being something more than 
three miles long and covering a large 
area, in the summer when the stream was 
low and the pond drawn down to its low- 
est point, it would require a full week 
to fill up again, when the head gates were 
shut down. A’s wheels used a large 
quantity of water, and when run to their 
full capacity would exhaust the supply 
in about three days. It was his practice 
to run the works by water exclusively 
until the pond was exhausted, then 
shut down and run by steam un- 
til the pond. filled up. B_ had 
a mill situated below him, with a 
moderate sized pond, and wheels that 
used much less water, and when A’s 
works were running by water he could 
not use one half of the flow, and the bal- 
ance ran over the dam and was lost. B, 
owning the lands on both sides of the 
stream, brought a suit in equity, claim- 
ing that he was entitled to the use of an 
required all the water that the stream 
would afford, but by the manner in which 
A was using it he was practically de- 

rived of the use of a certain part of it.

to be practically diverting just so much 
water from them, and as effectually so as 
if it had been diverted from them by an- 
other channel. While the right of A to 
fill his pond was admitted, yet the rights 
of those below him in the use of the 
same water were such that he had no 
right to use it to their damage. 

In case of a fall so situated, if the 
owner on one side of the stream chooses 
to improve the same and use the water 
upon his own premises for manufactur- 
ing purposes, there is nothing in the law 
or equity to prevent him from erecting a 
suitable dam across such stream, al- 
though a part of the structure must nec- 
essarily rest upon the lands under the 
water of the adjacent owner; but in no 
case will he be justified in raising the 
water so as to permanently cover any 
part of the lands of the adjacent owner 
above low water mark without compen- 
sation for the lands so used. In case 
the water is to be used from both sides 
of the stream for such purposes, then 
the owners of the lands adjacent are 
jointly liable for one-half of the cost for 
constructing the necessary dam and 
keeping the same in repair. As each 
party in such cases is clearly entitled to 
the use of one-half of the water in the 
stream, it follows that each may insist 
upon the water being drawn from the 
pond at the same level, and the law will 
not justify either party in making any 
excavations in the bottom of the pond 
or in placing any obstructions therein 
whereby more than an equal quantity of 
water may be diverted to one side or the 
other; and in any time of scarcity, when 
the supply is not amply sufficient for 
both parties, either party may insist up- 
on a still further accurate division by 
not only drawing the water from the 
same level at the pond, but also drawing 
it through the same sized aperture. 
But whenever there is a surplus and 
water is running over the dam, neither 
party isbound to observe this rule, but 
may increase the size of the opening to 
the full extent of the surplus; but in no 
case has either party the right to so en- 
large his aperture as to draw the water 
below the level of the dam. 

It is frequently claimed that those situ- 
ated at the head of a fall have certain 
rights and privileges over those below 
them. Except in peculiar cases such is 
not the case. For instance, a party own- 
ing all the lands on both sides of a 
stream, both above and below the fall, 
may construct a dam and form a pond, 
and dispose of a certain mill site, and 
guarantee certain rights in the use of 
all the water in the stream, should 
the necessities require it. He may also 
séll other sites with the privilege of draw- 
ing from the same pond, subject to the 
rights previously granted, and the party 
purchasing and accepting those condi- 
tions, which must be clearly specified in 
the deed, is bound to submit to those 
conditions; but other sites located upon 
lands below them and owned by other 
parties are in no way bound by such con- 
ditions as to the controlof the water,but 
may demand the free and unrestricted 
use of tho natural flow of the stream at 
all times; while those above them will 
be held to only a reasonable control of 
the water at any time. 

The courts, in nearly every case where 
it is shown that water is used in an un- 
reasonable manner or diverted from its 
natural source to the damage of mill- 
owners, have promptly awarded damage 
for the same, and even the state has no 
legal right to grant the privilege of tak- 
ing water from such lakes as are under 
state control, without the consent of the 
riparian owners of the lands situated 
upon the outlets thereof.

known as the Honeoye millers vs, the 
city of Rochester.

along this creek for alleged damage to 
riparian rights by diverting a portion of 
the waters of the lake from its natural 
course. The general defense set up by 
the city was that the lake, being a nav- 
igable water, was. the property of the 
state, and under its control, and that the 
state had the right by act of the legisla- 
ture to make any disposition of its waters 
it might choose. This was met by the 
arguments on the other side, that while 
the state might have control of the lake, 
it had no control whatever of the water 
after it had passed out of the lake and 
entered Honeoye creek, and that certain 
riparian rights existed along said creek 
over which the state had no control; and 
those rights called for all the natural 
flow of water that the lake afforded, and 
that by diverting a portion of the water 
from the lake the supply in Honeoye 
creek was diminished, ae consequently 
they were damaged thereby. The court 
sustained this argument, and judgment 
was rendered against the city of Roches- 
ter in the sum of $90,000. So it will be 
seen that riparian rights are not only 
held sacred as between individuals, but 
also between individuals and the states.

RAILROADS AND SHIPPING. 


Railroad Commissioner Breathitt held 
a conference with a number of the Kan- 
sas City Sew men recently but without 
result. It is believed now, however, that 
an agreement is nearfat hand. When 
the East St. Louis question is settled 
the attention of the board will again be 
turned to Kansas City. It is authori- 
tatively stated that the elevators in Kan- 
sas City, Mo., will qualify and do a pub- 
lic business, but no mixing, while those 
situated in Kansas City, Kan., will do 
the entire mixing business. By such a 
move both the inspection law and the 
anti-pool and trust law would be dis- 
tanced. 


The decision of Chairman Walker, of 
the interstate association, upon the mat- 
ter of flour rates from Minneapolis to 
Peoria, is as follows: “Nov. 16 the Iowa 
Central gave notice to the western 
freight association of its intention to put 
in a rate of 124¢c on flour from Minne- 
ge to Peoria. A disagreement result- 

, and the matter was transferred to 
this association, where a further dis- 
agreement occurred, and the Iowa Cen- 
tral appealed to arbitration. The subject 
as been heard, and the following facts 
appear: ‘ March 5, 1889, rates on- flour 
from Minneapolis to Peoria were estab- 
lished at 15c. The Iowa Central agreed 
to that basis sarge scl in consider- 
ation of the effect of a lower rate upon 
other lines. Subsequently, Aug. 20, this 
rate was reduced to 13c, under authority 
given by the chairman of the western 
and northwestern divisions of the west- 
ern freight association. The Iowa Cen- 
tral now desires to make the rate 1214¢ 








Export and Import Values. 


Referring to the possibility of mistak- 
en conclusions from the statistics of 
value of our exports and imports the 
New York Commercial Bulletin says: 

What is the export price of flour, for 
example? A good many different grades 
of flour are sent abroad, and the quanti- 
ties and proportions of the different 
grades are not the same in different 
years. In November, 366,758 bbls were 
shipped from New York, valued $1,640,- 
493, thus averaging $4.47 per bbl. But 
the flour which Philadelphia shipped in 
the same month was valued at over $4.50 
and the Baltimore flour at over $5, while 
the Boston flour was worth only $4.33. 
Had the quantities from the different 
cities been reversed, the export price 
would have been altered without any 
variation in the market price in either of 
those cities. Or had the foreign buyers 
taken more “superfine” instead of higher 
grades, the export price might have been 
only $2.50 per bbl instead of twice as 
much, still without any difference in the 
market price. This principle applies to 
almost all exported articles. A bushel 
of wheat sold at 97c, and another bushel 
the same day at 75c, in the same market. 
Who can tell what grade was exported 
in any month, or whether the grade ex- 
=— in 1888 was just the same as in

Milling in Transit Rulings. 

The freight committee of the central 
traffic association has made a numberof 
changes in its milling in transit rules. 
After agreeing that milling in transit 
arrangements are not in conflict with 
the interstate commerce act the commit- 
tee agrees: 

1. The milling in transit privilege will 
be extended to wheat, corn and oats only. 

2. Not less than local tariff rates shall 
be charged from points of shipment to 
points where the grain is to be milled 
and only local bills of lading will be is 
sued therefor. 

It is further agreed that the notation 
“milling in transit” must appear on all 
bills of lading or shipping receipts for 
such grain; that grain must be in car lots 
and consigned direct to the mills; that 
no rate lower than 1c a hundred be 
made; that the rules can be made appli- 
cable to two or more roads by joint 
agreement; that milling in transit rates 
must be based on the commodity taking 
the on rate when grain rates are 
lower than flour or meal rates, and final- 
ly that agents at milling points must see 
to the enforcement of the rules and re- 
port deviations therefrom. 





Respecting the prospect for improve- 
ment of the Assiniboine water power at 
Winnipeg the Commercial of that city 
says in its last issue: It is almost a cer- 
tainty that the city council has aban- 
doned the idcu of going on with the con- 
struction of this work this winter, and 
with the present unprecedentedly low 
water on the river, such another oppor- 
tunity of doing the work at a minimum 
cost may not be available for many years 
to come, Then delay too is waiting for 
a shadow, or rather two shadows: One 
the hope of the minion parliament 
changing the terms of a private act in 
opposition to the desire of the govern- 
ment in power; and the other the hope 
of securing Dominion aid for an under- 
taking in the interests of the city of Win- 
nipeg.

The flour production this week has been 
slightly uced by the occurrence of 
Christmas, when all the mills shut down, 
making the ee time five a This 
makes the average for six days 5,875 bbls, 
against 7,100 last week, 2,750 the same 
time in 1888, 4,600 in 1887, 3,525 in 1886, 
2,150 in 1885, and 2,625 in 1884, It is 
quite probable that a majority of the 
millers will stop work for a few days next 
week, in order to overhaul everything 
and take stock. Business here has been 
moderate, owing to the holidays, which 
check the demand, especially from 
abroad, where the exchanges have been 
closed for several days. Sales probably 
did not much exceed 15,000 barrels 
and sacks, chiefly spring patents, 
about ually divided between _for- 
eign Pe domestic markets. Prices 
have changed little, except for choice 
patents, which are shaded 10c, ranging at 
$4.50@4.70 for brands made from No. 2 
hard wheat, while the No.3 product in 
sacks ranges at $4@4.20. Clears are nom- 
inal at $8@3.25 for choice bakers’, and 
$2.50@3 for common to good. Straights 
range at $3.75@4 for choice bakers’, while 
No. 3 wheat product is quoted at $3.25@ 
3.75. Low grades range at $1.50@2.25. 
Winters are very steady at $3.80@4 for 
straights in barrels, and $3.25@3.50 for 
clears in sacks. Rye flour is selling slowly, 
at $2.80@3 for city product in barrels and 
$2.40@2.60 for country in sacks. Mill- 
stuffs are very dull, the shipping demand 
being checked by the difficulty of secur- 
ing sufficient freight-room by lake transit 
lines, which are again blockaded with 
freight, and all-rail figures are too 
high to admit of filling orders. The 
demand for ocean room on account 
of flour is brisk, but offerings are light 
and rates advancing. -Shippers com- 
plain considerably of the impossibility 
of securing prompt service by the steam- 
ers plying between Milwaukee and the 
Michigan shore, and it is charged that 
new freight is taken and ship while 
accumulated stuff is compelled to wait. 
The movement of flour here has fallen 
off, and receipts this week average 5,500 
bbls per day, against 6,500 last week 
3,000 the same time in 1888 and 8,500 in 
1887. Shipments average 11,500 bbls 
daily against 13,500 last week, 4,500 the 
same time in 1888 and 5,500 in 1889. The 
suspension of freight trains on Christ- 
mas is responsible fora portion of the 
decrease. The wheat movement has suf- 
fered similarly and from the same cause, 
receipts averaging only 16,000 bus per 
day, against 24,000 last week, 31,000 the 
same time in 1888 and 27,000 in 1889. 
Shipments are light, but our stock 
has increased very little owing to a 
fair demand from local millers. Sales 
have ranged at 80@83c for No. 1 north- 
ern, 73@78c for No. 2 spring, 67@78c 
for No. 3, 59@74c for No. 4, 65@69c for 
winter and 69@74c for mixed. 

The Daisy mill made 1,500 bbls flour 
daily, except on Christmas day, which 
reduces it to 1,250 for six days. Business 
has been moderate, and chiefly on for- 
eign account, while domestic markets 
have done very little. 

The Phoenix made 1,350 bbls, allowing 
for the holiday, and sold only about 3,000 
bbls spring wheat patents, divided equal- 
ly between foreign and domestic markets. 

The. Eagle’s output averages 750 bbls, 
business being light and offering no in- 
ducements for running full time. 

The Duluth Roller confined its output 
to 4,250 bbls,having been idleon Wednes- 
day, and its machinery probably will be 
stopped from New Year’s morning till 
Thursday evening, there being no sales 
of moment.

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This has been an “off week” as usual 
during the holidays, which are more gen- 
erally observed here by a suspension of 
business than in any other city of this 
country, at least in the north. The rea- 
son is found in the larger percentage of 
population of foreign birth than in other 
cities, while the trade of this city is of 
necessity more largely foreignand there- 
fore not only to a greater extent con- 
trolled by foreigners, but also more de- 
pendent upon foreign markets where this 
season of the year is either observed as 
a close holiday, or business is confined to 
the immediate wants of the local trade. 
When, therefore, European markets, on 
which’ our produce markets are more 
largely dependent than upon home de- 
mand, are virtually closed, more than 
half our trade is gone and this helps to 
reduce the already curtailed home trade, 
except in those branches affected by the 
retail holiday trade. Yet the business of 
the week ending today has been no worse, 
as a whole, than for the past two weeks, 
while in some lines it has been more act- 
ive, though at the expense of values, 
which have stimulated both spot and 
future business. Hence the comparison 
of this week with the corresponding one 
a year ago would not be unfavorable. 
But the month of December this year is 
far behind that of 1888, in the specula- 
tive line at least, unless it may be in corn. 
The fact is, December has been an “off” 
month this year; and the last week of it 
has been a good average of the whole 
and of other years, except in wheat, the 
speculation in which has been very small 
and the market very narrow, in the ab- 
sence of any outside interest either home 
or foreign, compared with that of a year 
ago when both side of the Atlantic, led 
by the northwestern millers and Fair- 
banks in Chicago, were all bulling wheat 
for more than it proved to be worth. So 
badly did the hitherto large foreign spec- 
ulative element get hurt by the landslide 
in the wheat market last January, fol- 
lowing an equally bad squeeze in Septem- 
ber and October of last year on the short 
side, that it has ceased to be an impor- 
tant factor in our market since. This, in 
great measure, explains the unusually 
small volume of speculation this year in 
the wheat market, while the other im- 
portant element in the northwest, of a 
year ago, is now also almost wholly elim- 
inated from this market. 

While the values of all kinds of grain 
have suffered a shrinkage the past week, 
led by those of corn, under the pressure of 
the largest movement on record at this 
season of the crop year, of the largest 
crop ever raised, flour has been better 
sustained, except in the case of spring 
patents, as the rest of the list had suf- 
fered a severe shrinkage before, under 
the pressure of stock and arrivals on 
dock that the railroads compelled the 
receivers to remove as explained in my 
previous letters. This week spring pat- 
ents began to come in for their share of 
the same experience, as the heavy arriv-

Winters had their break before, 
and the blockade of winter flours has 
been relieved by the big West India and 
South American demand, as noted last 
week, in the absence of city mills’ for 
prompt shipment, these being sold ahead 
and held at 5@15c above good winter 
wheat straights, which have sold freely 
at $4.25 and in cases at $4.30 for those 
markets. Europe has taken some spring 
No. 1 and bakers’ extras and kept the 
docks and markets closed up on these 
grades as well as in barrels for the city 
bakers’ trade, and there have-been more 
orders here than supply on the spot,with 
fair sales to arrive, atsteady prices. Be- 
sides there have been good orders for 
1,000 to 5,000 sack lines refused at $3.25 
for fair to $3.25 for choice No. 1 springs 
to arrive, they being held at $3.25@3.40 
@3.45. The lower grades have been un- 
changed and steady on moderate sup- 
plies and fair local and provincial de- 
mand. The balance of the market has 
been unchanged and featureless and the 
whole list closes about the same as a 
week ago, except for forced sales from 
the dock and for spring patents, which 
are an average of 10c lower. 

Cottrell has been the main support to

The flour market remains in pretty 
much the same condition as noted in my 
last letter. Receivers as well as jobbers 
have been busily engaged in closing up 
the year’s accounts, and, as usual at this 
period, transactions have been confined 
to small lots to tide over actual wants. 
The general range of quotations is un- 
changed, though on the less desirable 
flours the market has ruled in buyers’ 
favor and slight concessions have been 
made in order to stimulate sales. 
Choice spring and winter patents, how- 
ever, are only in moderate supply, and 
holders of hean show little disposition 
to force business except at steady prices. 
Receivers generally look for a better 
trade in these goods, next month, as 
most jobbers are believed to be carrying 
small stocks and will be obliged to come 
into the market for supplies. An im- 
provement in wheat would undoubtedly 
stimulate business considerably. By act- 
ual count, the stock of flour in Philadel- 
phia is shown to be 161,900 bbls, against

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The volume of trade averages just 
about what would be expected at this 
season, when everybody is interested in 
almost anything else but buying flour. 
Everybody now seems to be waiting for 
the new year before doing much, and 
the amount of business done the past 
week has been very small. When buy- 
ers are in need of supplies they will take 
a car or so, but no one seems to be dis- 
posed to have any more on hand than is 
necessary. Dealers are getting their 
stores into shape for the yearly “stock- 
taking” and consequently do not feel 
like opening any new accounts. The 
tone of the market can not be called 
easier, as the same conditions have ruled 
for several weeks past. There is no 
doubt some mills are anxious to sell, and 
were buyers disposed to operate, they 
could get better terms than were avail- 
able a few weeks ago. The minds of 
buyers have got down to $5 for the more 
popular brands of spring patents, but 
agents will not accept any such figures. 
Some very choice flours can be bought 
for $5 and some brands of spring patents 
can even be bought at less figures, but 
they do not represent the more popular 
Minneapolis brands. What buyers base 
their expectations of low prices on, it is 
impossible to say, unless it is the fact 
that wheat is plenty, and the pressure 
to sell will weaken the situation. Cer- 
tain itis that they want no flour now 
except at such figures as agents can not 
accept. On certain patents, buyers have 
bid $5 for round lots, but it is only spec- 
ial brands that they are willing to stock 
up on, at even that low figure. 

While trade continues slow, and values 
are certainly lower than a few weeks 
since, agents do not take a very black 
view of the situation. The fact that 
dealers are working down their stocks, 
shows that they will have to buy just so 
much more after the first of the year,and 
while business is meagre now the outlook 
is good for an active movement after Jan. 
1. On ’change there is but little move- 
ment, and the boys are generally enjoy- 
ing a holiday whether they wish to or 
not. Theconsolidation schemes which 
are reported as going on in Minneapolis, 
do not appear to attract much attention 
here, as dealers do not care from whom 
they buy their flour, or how much they 
pay for it, so long as no one will sell any 
cheaper.

The Liverpool Corn Trade News of 
Dec. 11, says: “Our Hamburg corre- 
spondent again touches upon the large 
demand in Germany for corn, forecast- 
ing requirements for Hamburg alone of 
150,000 to 200,000 qrs per month; and 
yesterday’s cables, reporting a larger 
shipment from the United States to the 
continent than to the United Kingdom, 
would seem to bear him out. The Ger- 
man wheat market has been excited since 
the publication of the official estimate of 
their crops, wheat, rye and oats being all 
deficient.” 

The Portuguese tariff on wheat imports 
as now revised imposes a duty of 23 per 
cent per qr even when wheat rises 50 per 
cent per qr in the home market, thus 
making the price in dear years 70 per 
cent per qr. In cheap years the imports 
are not to exceed half of the total home 
produce. A committee of grain dealers 
may at any time notify the government 
that the home crop is exhausted, and 
then imports at the 20 per cent duty will 


be allowed without further restriction 
up to the date of the next harvest. The 
government can suspend prohibitions by 


|}simple decree, but after imports have 


reached a certain figure equalling total 
supposed annual wants, the decree be- 
comes inoperative and the cargoes ar- 
riving after this date can no longer be 
admitted. 





Decrying Crop Statistics. 





When it is considered, remarks the 
Market Record of this city, that the 
wheat crop of the three northwestern 
spring wheat states is estimated right 
here in Minneapolis at 75,000,000 bus to 
100,000,000 bus by different persons, and 
each equally well informed and making 
his estimate after the most careful in- 
vestigation and patient study of the sit- 
uation, it leads one to doubt the accu- 
racy of figures of the world’s supply, up- 
on which calculations of future require- 
ments are founded. Opportunities of 
collecting extended facts concerning the 
subject are nowhere better. Yet the dif- 
ference is 25 percent. With equal differ- 
ence carried through the world’s pro- 
duction the result would, if true on the 
one side, end in starvation, or on the 
other in the worst possible accumula- 
tion and consequent depression. When 
to these is added an official estimate, as 
in this country, whose reports upon 
which it is based are made by whoever 
can be hoodooed into guessing on his 
county supply and forwarding his guess 
to Washington with no other hope of re- 
ward than a package of seeds from the 
agricultural department, there is no 
cause of wonder that results are so dis- 
appointing to people operating on the 
reliability of crop estimates. The ones 
that speculate with heads full of the 
most accurate statistical tables are usu- 
ally the easiest upset. The trouble is in 
the guess upon which the whole pyramid 
of figures rests. The figures may be all 
right, but if the guess upon which they 
depend is wrong the compilation must be 
worse than useless. It is misleading. 





The Wheat Situation. 


Receipts of wheat at primary markets 
for 25 weeks, from June 9, with compar- 
isons, compiled by the Cincinnati Price 
Current, are shown in the following:

It is generally accepted, says this au- 
thority, that this season’s wheat supply 
in the United States is equal to furnish- 
ing 35,000,000 bus to 40,000,000 bus more 
surplus for export than was exported last 
year, by reducing reserves equally as low 
at the end of the crop year, and yet the 
foreign movement up to Dec. 1 had made 
no gain over last year for the correspond- 
ing time. The current month will show 
some increase. The situation, therefore, 
appears to be that on Jan. 1 there will be 
available 30,000,000 bus to 35,000,000 bus 
more for the export movement for the 
ensuing six months than was exported 
last season in the corresponding period. 
With this, and enlarged resources in a 
few weeks in Australasian supplies, the 
British markets are not likely to develop 
great anxiety with reference to meeting 
their current requirements, and it seems 
reasonable to entertain a doubt as to the 
probability of values of wheat improving 
essentially for some time tocome. Flour 
dealers in this country are well supplied, 
and meeting freely all calls. In the 
northwest it is contended by some that 
current selling rates now freely met by 
a portion of the large manufacturers are 
actually below a point of cost of produc- 
tion of flour. 








The Omaha road is now moving corn 
trains of 200 cars per day from Nebraska 
for New England and Canadian points. 
The line has never been so crowded with 
corn traffic. Reports from eastern Ne- 
braska, says the Omaha Republican, are 
that never in the last ten years were 
farmers as freesellers as they are today. 
It is not a question of price, but a 
question of cars. Cribs at the stations 
are full. One large grain shipper says 
that in his experience there never was 
at this time of the year such a flow of

The Cata- 
ract has also been subjected to quite ex- 
tensive changes. The other mills have 
less important improvements calculated 
to affect capacity figures. 

The necessity for having steam as an 
auxiliary power, if a miller desires to 
avoid interruption from low water in the 
winter, is now generally conceded and is 
being acted upon by most firms. Four 
mills are at present introducing steam 
plants, and will have them ready for use 
the present month. This will leave sev- 
en mills, representing about 5,500 bbls 
capacity, wholly dependent on water for 
motive power. The water early in De- 
cember was very low, so that compar- 
atively little of this capacity could be op- 
erated, and the advent of cold weather 
was expected to make the situation 
worse. The Crown Roller has lately 
placed its second engine in use. The 
others engaged in getting plants ready 
are the Northwestern, Humboldt, Phe- 
nix and Excelsior, making a total of fif- 
teen that will be thus provided.

While values here are 
quotably no lower, we venture to assert 
that concessions could be obtained were 
dealers disposed to buy. But they will 
not even look at your samples, let alone 
treat for them, and the result is that the 
flour corner on ’change is completely 
deserted. It might as well be Sunday 
all the week round for the amount of 
business doing. While mills are asking 
$4.30@4.40 for straights to arrive, we have 
them here on the spot equal in quality 
to any made and going begging at $4.15 
per bbl. Five thousand barrels of the 
very best makes can be bought 
here today at that figure, while inferior | 5 
grades meet with no better attention at 
$4 and under. Everything on the list is 
wholly neglected irrespective of price. 
We are in hopes, however, that the new 
year has something more propitious in 
store for us. The trade enjoyed by lead- 
ing city mills is the only redeeming feat- 
ure we have to report. They have sold 
during the week some T,000 bbls Rio ex- 
tra for export at $4.25@4.40, a decline of 
10c from last quotations. This flour is 
for near-by loading, and will likely be 
supplemented by further purchases next 
week.

Christmas breaking in upon the week 
discouraged trading generally, and as 
New Year’s day will do the same, next 
week we can hope for no activity until 
the holidays are.over. Clearances of 
both wheat and flour have been good all 
along the coast, and will probably make 
the next visible show a small decrease. 
Exporters are constantly doing some- 
thing in parcel lots, and were freights 
less scarce and high full cargoes could be 
worked readily. Considerable, however, 
is yet to go out on old contracts. Spec- 
ulators have an abiding faith in a Janu- 
ary boom and we trust their convictions 
will be more than verified, but the senti- 
ment we fear is too general and pro- 
nounced to bring about permanent im- 
provement.

In his letter of Dec 31, our La Crosse, 
(Wis.,) correspondent says: The new 
hoop splitter is working successfully at 
Doud’s shop and promises to be very 
economical, The shop turns out from 
1,200 to 1,800 barrels per day as occasion 
demands. 

Some eccentricities of the barrel busi 
ness have lately been sharply brought 
out. The flour output of the mills last 
week was over 20 per cent higher than 
the preceding week, and it was expected 
that the sales of barrels would show a 
proportionate loss. Instead of this, how 
ever, the exports dropped off 28,000 bbls, 
and the barrel sales exceeded those of 
the week before. During the week be 
fore, one of the largestshops had no cal! 
for barrels during Monday, Tuesday and 
Wednesday, and after getting 8,000 or 
9,000 packages ahead, slackened its opera 
tions in expectations of a temporary lull. 
But Thursday there was a flood of orders 
received, and by Saturday night, 8,000 
had been hauled to the mills. This left 
the company nearly bare of packages, 
and since then it has been compelled to 
buy more or less to meet the needsof its 
mills. It is such excessive fluctuations 
as these that make the life of the cooper 

a burden, and no matter how well be may 
plan, he can not hope to escape them. 
One large milling firm here is storing 
flour here, and, as stated last week, this 
is causing a larger proportion of barrels 
to be used than ordinarily.
